SAD TALE OF THE DEEP. 
THE SHIP EARL WEMYS GOES DOWN WITH 
SIXTEEN PASSENGERS. — 


The Story Told by Capt. Kennedy of the 
Creedmore—A Serious Collisien at Sea— 
Fatal Explosion in a Pittsburg Foundry 
—Two Lovers Accidentally Killed—Seri- 
ously Injured—A Sad Accident. 


New YORK, November 1.— Capt. Kennedy, 
of the ship Creedmore, which arrived yester- 
day from Manilla, reports: ‘‘On September 9, 
at 9:30, no lat, te., I sighted a ship with 
signals of distress flying which proved 
to. be the British Ship Ardeneaple. 
At 10 a. m. I dove to close to 
the ship and asked if I could render any as- 
sistance in the shape of spars, etc., and as I 
could not the Captain of the Ardeneaple 
said he had a ship-wrecked crew on 
board and wanted me to take them. I agreed, 
but told himIwas short of provisions, and 
was promised plenty by him. I saw a French 
steamer ‘bearing down to him and was 
asked to stand by and see what assistance the 
steamer would render. I kept my ship hove 
to on the starboard tack and saw a boat go 
to the steamer. I was signalled 
to board the ship. I hove to on his starpoard 
bow and was boarded by the Captain and part 
of the crew of the ship Earl Wemyss, 
which had been in collision with the 
Ardeneaple and which sank immediately 
after, carrying down sixteen passengers, in- 
cluding the Captain’s wife and three cbil- 
dren. The rescued Oaptain was very ill 
when brought on board. I went on board the 
Ardeneaple and found her in a dangerous con- 
dition. I sent for my carpenter, and on con- 
sultation with the other two carpenters and 
the Captain, pronounced her unsafe. 

Capt. Guthrie mustered his crew and some 
of them went abo the Creedmore, the 
rest getting provisions and their effects 
on board. Finding that my ship was drift- 


ing too far to leeward, I went on board and 


filled away and came uptothe Ardeneaple 
again an hove to on the starboard 
side. Two boats came. alongside with 
part of the crew. I went back on board the 
Adenapple and asked the captain what he was 
going to do. He seemed somewhat excited 
and requested me to stand by a while.

Within the last year 
brices of proof spirits have advanced from 
$1.07@1.08 to $1.20, which is a very material 
advance. The trust was enabled to put up 


| prices because it is now in control of all the 


registered distilleries in the city. There 
are only four—the Mound City, 
Rock Sprirgs, Teuscher and Sessinghaus, 
and Teuscher remained outof the trust longer 
than any of them. The competition between 
Teuscher and the trust distilleries caused low 
prices and made the trust of no value to the 
distillers in this market, but about a year ago 
Teuscher was taken in and work in the distill- 
ery stopped. That created a monop- 
oly, and all were closed except the 
Mound City, and the result has been «a 
steady advance until now proof bpirites are 
quoted at $1.20. The rectifiers were opposed 
to the advance naturally, and they saw that it 
was only an inerease of profit to the trust. 
They thought that if the trust could make
